In  the  heart  of  a  tree  somewhere 
on  Nigel  Island,  at  the  north  end 
of  Vancouver  Island,  reposes  what 
would  be  considered  by  the  British 
Columbia  provincial  archives  or  any 
other  collector  of  Northwest  his- 
torians as  one  of  their  greatest  finds, 
via,  the  pieces  of  bronze,  copper, 
brass  and  other  relics  placed  there 
In  1786  by  Captain  James  Strange, 
fur-trader  and  explorer,  during  his 
navigation  of  these  waters. 

This  was  one  of  the  interesting 
facts  noted  by  Mr.  John  Hosie.  pro- 
vincial archivist,  in  the  fascinating 
address  which  he  gave  last  night  at 
the  Parliament  Buildings  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Historical  Associa- 
tion. Another  striking  bit  of  In- 
formation given  by  the  .speaker  was 
that  John  McKay,  whom  Captain 
Strange  left  at  Nootka  when  he  him- 
self returned  to  China  with  his 
cargo  of  furs.  Intending  to  come 
back  to  Vancouver  Island  the  fol- 
lowing year,  was  the  first  white 
farmer  on  the  Pacific,  north  of 
California  Before  he  left  Nootka 
Captain  Strange  gave  John  McKay 
two  goats  and  a  supply  or  vegetable, 
flower  and  train  seeds,  and  it  was 
John  McKay  s  strawberries  and  peas

Bombay  Procession  Formed 
After  Leaders  of  Races 
Agree  to  End  Conflict 
Ends  in  New  Carnage

BOMBAY.  Ind.,  Feb.  8  —A  peace 
parade  of  Mohammedans,  Pathans 
and  Hindus  tonight  broke  up  Into 
mobs  of  fighting  men  and  the.  sixth 
successive  day  ended  in  carnage  Al- 
though the  new  casualty  list  Is  not 
yet  complete,  the  death  toll  stands 
above  fifty,  with  more  than  400 
wounded. 

The  procession  was  the  outcome 
of  an  agreement  among  leaders  of 
all  sects  to  end  the  bloody  conflicts 
which  began  over  rumors  that  Path- 
ans had  used  Hindu  children  as 
sacrifices.  The  peace-loving  ele- 
ments of  both  races  had  hailed  the 
announcement  of  the  armistice,  and 
joined  shoulder  to  shoulder  In  a 
march  through  the  streets. 

Then  in  the  Mandanpura  quarter 
the  head  of  the  procession  stumbled 
over  the  dead  body  of  a  Hindu, 
slashed  by  knives  and  lying  In  the 
street.  In  the  excitement  of  this 
discovery  trouble  flared  up  without 
warning  In  all  parts  of  the  city 
which  had  seen  the  disturbances 
previously.  Hindus  and  Moslems, 
who  had  been  fraternizing  freely  in 
each  other's

HE  Incorporation  of  companies  with  no  par  stock,  which  has 
become  so  popular  of  late,  will  be  facilitated  If  the  new  Com- 
panies Act  now  before  the  Legislature  passes  in  its  present 
form.  The  bill  was  given  Its  first  reading  yesterday,  being  Intro- 
duced by  message  of  His  Honor  by  Hon.  R.  L.  Maltland. 
The  bill  seeks  to  introduce  changes 


Into  the  Companies  Act  of  the  prov 
lnce  that  have  been  found  neces- 
sary, and  in  doing  so  It  has  been 
decided  to  remodel  the  act  and  bring 
it  into  the  House  new.  thus  consoli- 
dating the  original  statute  and  the 
various  amendments  that  have  been 
Introduced  since  the  former  con- 
solidation. This  will  make  for  sim- 
plification of  the  matter  and  allow 
for  needed  changes  at  the  same  time. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  Just 
mentioned  there  are  some  other 
amendments  that  are  going  into  the 
bill  as  drafted,  and  which  are  based 
upon  recommendations  made  by  the 
British  Commission  that  went  into 
the  question  of  amending  the  Brit- 
ish act  In  keeping  with  the  trend  of 
modern  times.  These  recommenda- 
tions of  the  commission  will  be  in- 
corporated in  the  British  act  next 
year 

By  having  access  to  them  It  is  pos- 
sible for  the  British  Columbia  Com- 
panies Act  to  be  improved  upon  as 
far  as  these  recommendations  will 
apply  here  well  In  advance.

LONDON.  Feb  8  -Influenza,  In- 
creasing In  its  viaulency,  has  nearly 
doubled  the  death  rate  In  107  Eng- 
lish cities  and  towns. 

London  has  been  hit  hard,  but 
UterpoOi  and  Manchester  have  suf- 
fered even  mora  Even  Birmingham. 
Sheffield.  Leeds  and  Bristol.  Where 
the  epidemic  ts  comparatively  light, 
show  high  figures  of  mortality  and 
Infection. 

Due  to  the  epidemic,  and  result- 
ing cases  of  bronchial  pneumonia, 
the  death  rale  in  107  cities  and 
town*  increased  from  164  death* 
par  1.000  population  in  January  to 
21  per  1000  last  week,  nearly 
ricuble  the  ordinary  annual  rate  of 
11  per  1.000. 

The  107  urban  communities  Ustad 
863  deaths  last  week  from  influenza 
alone  as  compared  with  321  the 
week  before  Since  January  1  there 
have  been  Ijm  deaths  from  influ- 
ensa  as  compared  with  802  for  the 
same  period  In  1038  Theaa  figures 
do  not  include  deaths  from  pneu- 


ElRht  men  were  engaged  on  the 
slip  placing  new  cables  on  the  north

The  accident  occurred  while  a 
heavy  new  cable  was  being  hoisted 
into  place  on  the  north  side.  Two 
other  new  cables  had  already  been 
put  in  place  on  the  south  side,  those 
formerly  there  having  begun  to  allow 
aigna  of  corrosion. 

On  the  north  aide  the  heavy  con- 
crete counterweight  had  been 
raised  with  four  jacks  so  that  the 
supporting  cables  could  be  removed 
and  new  ones  fitted.  On  each  side 
of  the  movable  apron,  manually  op- 
erated chain  blocks  and  two  extra 
chain*  were  fixed  to  support  the 
weight  of  the  steel  and  wooden 
structure,  weighing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  fifty  tons- 
Three  men  were  on  top  of  the 
framework  supporting  the  pulleys, 
through  which  the  counterweight 
cables  run.  while  the  other  fHe  were 
on  the  apron.  Just  getting  ready  to 
pass  up  one  of  the  new  cables  to 
those  above. 

<  H  A  INS  BREAK 

With  no  more  warning  than  a 
sharp  crack,  the  supporting  chains 
and  block  chains  broke,  throwing 
off  the  workers  in  all  directions.  The 
north  side  of  the  apron,  supported 
beneath  by  heavy  steel  girders,  rest- 
ed upon  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  while 
the  chains  that  had  kept  it  up  a 
scant  four  feet,  remained  above, 
swinging  back  and  fourth 

Ourney  at  a  Jate  hour  last  eve- 
ning was  reported  by  Dr.  Moore  to 
be  in  a  critical  condition,  while  the 
other  men  are  progressing  favor - 
cbly.  King  and  Williams  were  sent 
home  after  treatment  at  St.  Joseph's 
Hospital. 

No  reason  can  be  given  by  those 
engaged  on  the  Job  for  the  parting 
of  the  chains  supporting  the  apron 
It  1*  felt  by  those  in  charge  that 
the  support  was  quite  adequate  for 
the  weight  of  the  structure.

FOUND  HANGING 


Inquest  to  Br  M-  hi  Over  Death  of 
Michael  Engstrom.  of  70S 
Esquimau  Road 

Suspended  from  a  beam  with  a 
sashcord  around  the  neck,  the 
body  of  Michael  Engstrom.  sixty- 
aeven.  of  702  Esqutmalt  Road,  was 
found  yesterday  afternoon  by  C. 
Parkinson,  of  the  same  address. 

Engstrom,  who  lived  upstairs,  had 
not  been  seen  for  three  days.  Thla 
aroused  the  curiosity  of  Parkinson, 
who  went  up  to  see  what  was  the 
maUer.  He  tried  the  door,  but 
found  it  locked.  Gaining  entrance 
through  a  window,  he  found  the 
body  of  Engstrom  In  the  position  de- 
scribed. He  Immediately  notified 
the  city  police,  and  Constables  A.

The  speaker  took  strong  object  ion 
to  Mr  Mansons  referring  to  the 
private  life  of  three  members  of  the 
House  Such  a  procedure  did  not 
add  to  the  dignity  of  the  debate,  he 
said. 

"  Picking  up  a  pamphlet,  from 
which  Mr  Manson  quoted  frequently 
during  his  debate  on  the  Address  In 
Reply.  Mr.  Twlgg  said  In  the  book 
outlining  the  progress  of  British  Co- 
lumbia h*  found  many  misrepresen- 
tations. Purthermore  the  '  former 
Government  could  not  connect  any 
of  the  progress  with  the  laws  they 
had  enacted  Even  a  picture  in  the 
book,  showing  the  agricultural  de- 
velopment of  the  province,  was  one 
that  had  been  taken  during  the  Mc- 
Brlde  regime. 

"REORGANIZATION" 
Mr  Manson  had  said  when  ob- 
jecting to  a  statement  or  the  Min- 
ister of  Education  In  regard  to  re- 
organization of  the  civil  servants  In 
the  dying  hours  of  the  former  Gov- 
ernment, that  such  reorganizations 
were  a  yearly  procedure,  that  there 
*as  nothing  wholesale  or  drastic  In 
the  action.  Mr.  Twlgg  said. 

Replying  to  this.  Mr.  Twlgg  showed 
that  no  general  reorganization  had 
been  carried  out  during  the  Liberal 
regime,  from  1919  unUl  the  two  days 
before  they  went  out  of  office  There 
were  no  general  reorganizations 
yearly  as  Mr.  Manson  would  have 
the  House  believe,  he  said.  That 
there  was  no  reorganization  be- 
tween 1919  and  until  Just  before  the 
Liberals  went  out  of  office  was  not 
s  matter  of  conjecture  but  a  matter 
of  fact 

'I  wish  to  endorse  the  remarks 
of  Mr  Reginald  Hayward.  who 
advocated  strongly  the  comple- 
tion of  the  West  Coast  road.  I 
also  wiah  to  endorse  my  col- 
league's remarks  recommending 
a  new  court  house  for  Victoria. 
When  the  court  house  was  built 
It  cost  only  $40,000.  That  was 
many  years  ago.  It  Is  a  shame 
that  Victoria  should  not  have 
been  given  a  new  court  house 
long  ago.  It  is  a  dangerous 
place  for  the  very  valuable  and 
lrreplacable  documents  that 
have  to  be  filed  there.  The  mat- 
ter was  taken  up  with  the 
former  Government,  but  then, 
the  Liberal  Government  never 
did  anything  for  Victoria  except 
give  a  few  thousand  dollars  to- 
ward the  Johnson  Street 
Bridge."  he  said. 

Again  touching  upon  the  remarks 
made  by  Mr.  Manson,  Mr.  Twlgg 
said: 

"It  is  difficult  to  assimilate  the  ut- 
terances of  my  honorable  friend,  the 
member  for  Omcnica.  If  he  gets 
Into  difficulties  he  gets  out  of  them 
again  some  way  or  another.  It  Is 
a  habit  of  his  to  make  statements 
in  public,  about  public  men.  and 
make  his  apologies  In'  private.  He 
is  always  either  drawing  conclusions 
based  incorrecUy  on  fact  or  correctly 
on  misinformation." 

1IARQ  TO  TIE  DOWN 
Tt  Is  extremely  difficult  to  tie  him 
down.  He  is  like  the  fish  that  was 
caught  on  a  hook.  It  turned  Itself 
inside  out  and  then  had  the  re- 
markable ability  of  swimming 
backward  and  turning  Itself  outside 
in  again.  But  that  Is  not  all  the 
qualities  this  fish,  thai  Is  so  much 
like  Mr.  Manson.  possesses.  This 
fish  alter  it  had  performed  these 
feats  swam  off  with  the  point  or 
Its  fin  on  the  point  of  Its  mouth. 

"The  lesson  we  learn  from  this  is 
thst  when  you  are  conducting  busi- 
ness with  my  honorable  friend  the 
member  for  Omineca.  however  kind- 
ly he  may  seem  to  be,  be  on  your 
guard."  Mr.  Twlgg  stated. 

During  the  course  of  these  re- 
marks Mr.  T.  D.  Pattullo.  Leader  of 
the  Opposition,  objected  strongly  to 
the  "personal"  remarks.  "My  honor- 
able friend  has  no  right  to  wam 
members  of  this  House  to  beware  of 
conducting  business  with  the  mem 
ber  for  Omineca." 

Mr.  Twlgg  assured  the  Leader  nf 
the  Opposition  that  he  would  ex- 
plain the  posiUon  and  said  that  Mr 
Manson  "having  made  his  charges 
in  this  House,  then  went  out  on  the 
public  platform  and  thumbed  hi* 
nose  at  those  whom  he  had  laid 
charges  against. 

"A  great  deal  has  been  said  with 
regard  to  the  P.G.E  by  my  honor- 
able friends  the  member  for  Omi- 
neca and  the  member  for  North 
Vancouver  We  find  that  the  Pre- 
mier of  this  province  In  a  few  short 
months  got  together  with  two  gen- 
tlemen and  settled  a  matter  of  great 
Importance  to  British  Columbia 
These  three  men.  each  great  in  his 
own  sphere,  sat  down  as  it  were  in  an 
informal  manner,  and  In  a  very 
short  time  did  what  the  Liberal 
Government  could  not  do  in  the 
twelve  years  they  were  In  office 
Yet  my  friends  from  Omineca  and 
North  Vancouver  clilde  the  Premier 
for  having  done  so.  That  undertak- 
ing, backed  by  the  promises  of  such 
men  as  Mr.  Beatty  and  Sir  Henry 
Thornton  Is  going  to  be  carried  out. 
ATTACKS  STATEMENTS 
"I  find  my  two  friends  on  the 
Opposition  taking  exception  to  this 
agreement.  They  brought  down  the 
sharpest  criticism  for  what  he  had 
done  Then  we  have  them  using 
language  which  they  rannot  have 
mistaken  about  two  well  known  and 
rerfpected  gentlemen  with  whom  the 
agreement  has  been  made.  There  are 
no  Just  grounds  for  these  statements. 

"My  friend  from  Omineca  says 
that  these  men  are  playing  and 
trifling  with  the  Government  He 
says  that  he  knows  that  from  his 
own  experience  as  a  member  nf  the 
P.OJE.  railway  board.  My  friend 
from  North  Vancouver  <Iari  Mac- 
kenzie) goes  further.  He  steps  out 
of  his  place  and  specifically  and 
categorically  rays  that  the  president 
of  the  CPU  and  the  head  of  the 
CNR.  are  guilty  of  bad  faith.

I  Uie  High  School.  Saanich's  position 
with  the  High  School,  and  the  merits 
of  technical  education  had  formed 
Uie  four  strongest  points  for  op- 
posing Uie  by-law.

WORKMI  v      COMF1  N'SATION 


The  fact  that  the  Public  Accounts  Committee 
of  the  Legislature  has  been  making  an  examina- 
tion Into  the  affairs  of  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation Board  holds  out  some  promise  of  much- 
needed  amendments  to  the  Act  under  which  that 
body  operates.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  wants 
Bht  title  of  what  Is  known  as  the  "Reserve  Fund'' 
changed  to  the  "Pension  Fund."  Such  a  change 
could  not  camouflage  a  fund  that  has  been  the 
subject  of  criticism.  That  fund  Is  now  between 
$6,000,000  and  $7,000,000  The  chairman  claims  It 
is  formed  on  the  capitalization  of  a  sum  at  6 
per  cent  which  will  be  required  to  cover  pensions. 
Why  is  there  any  necessity  for  such  capitalization? 
The  Provincial  Government  superannuation,  or 
pension  fund,  is  not  capitalized  at  all.  except  in 
so  far  as  there  is  an  accumulation  of  the  sums 
paid  into  it  by  Provincial  employees.  The  amount 
which  the  Provincial  Government  itself  Is  obli- 
gated to  In  this  fund  has  never  been  paid  In  at 
all.  It  la  an  obligation,  nothing  more. 

In  the  matter  of  Workmen's  Compensation  It 
Is  the  employers  and  the  employees  who  make 
up  the  contributions  to  the  fund.  The  collection 
is  mandatory.  The  result  has  been  that  a  wholly 
top-heavy  reserve  fund  has  been  accumulating. 
The  claim  is  made  that  the  reserve  fund  must  be 
great  enough  so  that  the  Interest  on  It,  at  6  per 
cent,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  pensions  which 
exist,  or  develop.  That  Is  unnecessary  since  the 
collections  of  any  one  year,  as  we  understand  the 
matter,  and  as  the  Act  Implies,  provide  for  the 
pension  payments  of  that  year,  and  so  on  ad 
infinitum.  There  should  be  a  searching  inquiry 
into  the  finances  of  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Board.  Its  operation,  so  far  as  pensions  are 
concerned,  could  well  be  amended.  With  the  great 
figure  which  the  Reserve  Fund  has  reached  it 
would  be  possible  to  increase  the  scale  of  pen- 
sions, and  the  benefits  paid  out  for  loss  of  work 
through  accident  could  also  readily  be  enhanced 
on  the  basis  of  the  present  collections  made  from 
employers  and  employees. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  been 
a  subject  of  continuous  criticism  through  the 
years  since  Its  Institution.  The  principle  is  ap- 
proved by  a  vast  majority  of  the  employees  and 
by  a  large  number  of  employers.  What  are  not  ap- 
proved are  the  methods  often  used  In  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Act,  and  chiefly  the  fact  that  it 
has  given  rise  to  arbitrary  and  autocratic  dealings. 
Every  section  of  the  community  realises  that  the 
benefits  accruing  from  Workmen's  Compensation 
could  be  increased  on  the  basis  of  the  collections 
now  made.  Similarly,  there  is  a  wholesale  realiza- 
tion that  the  Reserve  Fund  has  grown  beyond 
present  and  prospective  needs.  What  the  people 
want  Is  more  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  for  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  Instead 
of  a  wholesale  delegation  of  that  responsibility 
to  a  Workmen's  Compensation  Board.  There 
should,  at  least,  be  an  appeal  board,  to  adjudicate 
on  decisions  reached  in  respect  to  Workmen's 
Compensation,  where  those  decisions,  as  in  some 
cases,  have  been  regarded  as  unjust.  The  Legis- 
lature has  an  undoubted  responsibility  which  it 
mould  not  continue  to  evade. 


A  CONCORDAT 


The  concordat  announced  on  Thursday  by 
Pope  Plus  XI  as  having  been  arranged  between 
the  Holy  Sec  and  the  Kingdom  of  Italy  will  stand 
out  as  one  of  the  most  potential  events  of  the 
year.  The  taking  over  in  1870  of  the  Papal  States 
by  the  Italian  Government  had  left  an  unde- 
sirable resentment  in  the  minds  of  Roman  Cath- 
olics the  world  over,  and  in  Italy  itself  it  stood 
in  the  way  of  complete  unification  of  her  people. 
There  was  an  inevitable  distraction  as  to  loyalty 
to  the  Church  and  to  the  State.  Now  that  this 
sixty-year-old  difficulty  ha*  been  smoothed  out 
Italy  will  move  forward  to  a  still  greater  degree 
of  cohesion.  The  arrangement  Is  the  triumph  of 
good  sense  and  the  Duce  and  the  Papacy  are 
both  to  be  congratulated. 

The  effect  upon  the  Church  may  be  still  moro 
pronounced.  While  the  self-imposed  confinement 
of  the  Popes  drew  upon  the  sympathy  of  the 
faithful,  it  Is  Immeasurably  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Church  that  its  head  should  be  free  to  visit 
his  world-wide  flock.  How  stimulating  Is  that 
personal  contact  is  shown  In  the  constant  stream 
of  pilgrims  who  travel  from  near  and  far 
to  get  a  glimpse  of  His  Holiness  and  the  privilege 
of  bis  papal  blessing  in  person.  The  spiritual 
gain  would  be  increased  a  hundredfold  were  that 
opportunity  to  be  given  to  millions  who  never 
get  to  the  Vatican.  The  present  Pope  might  travel 
extensively.  Compared  to  some  of  his  predecessors 
he  is  not  an  old  man  and  he  has  a  vigorous 
physique.  A  visit  to  Canada,  for  example,  would 
bring  a  tremendous  Impetus  to  the  Church  here. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Pope,  under 
the  adjustment  that  has  been  made,  would  be 
eligible  for  a  seat  in  the  League  of  Nations.  In- 
deed that  possibility  was  put  forward  by  some  of 
the  French  press  as  an  objection  to  the  concordat, 
as  likely  to  give  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  an 
unduo  infiut-nce  in  that  body.  Present  Indications 
are  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  the  League 
being  embarrassed  with  too  mucb  religion  On 
the  contrary,  the  plea  Is  being  put  forward  that 
In  some  way  or  other  the  League  should  give 
recognition  to  religion  as  being  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  achieve  Its  idealism.

CANADA'S  OLYMPIC  WINNER 

Mr.  Percy  Williams  by  his  recent  sprint  vic- 
tories In  the  United  States  has  at  least  proved 
conclusively  that  his  Olympic  triumphs  were  In 
no  sense  flukes  or  due  to  any  particular  luck  In 
his  starts.  If  the  report  Is  true  that  he  Is  to  en- 
gage on  a  world  tour  he  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  demonstrating,  In  several  countries,  that  he  is 
the  fastest  short  distance  runner  of  the  time 
He  has  already  proved  himself  to  be  the  most 
versatile  of  sprinters.  At  the  Olympic  Games  he 
won  the  100  and  200  metre  races  In  the  open  on 
a  dirt  track.  Now  he  has  won  forty  and  sixty- 
yard  races  on  Indoor  tracks  in  the  United  States 
against  the  strongest  company  America  could 
furnish,  although  never  previously  having  run 
indoors.  He  has  obviously  kept  In  perfect  training 
all  the  time.  It  u>  to  be  hoped,  for  the  sake  of 
Canada's  prestige,  that  he  will  not  turn  profes- 
sional before  the  Olympic  Games  of  1932. 


The  lack  In  politicians  of  evidence  of  their 
setting  seriously  about  the  task  of  graduating  In 
their  careers,  except  In  some  cases,  appears  to 
have  been  noted  by  Lord  Birkenhead  during  the 
course  of  his  political  career.

Sir,— In  the  matter  of  Jockeys  who 
ride  on  our  provincial  tracks,  during 
our  last  three  or  four  years'  racing, 
there  has  been  much  cause  to  be- 
lieve that  most  of  them  who  ride 
have  overstepped  the  mark  In  the 
matter  of  honest  riding,  but  jls 
space  prohibits  me  from  enumerat- 
ing the  suspicious  Instances,  where 
no  doubt  the  violations  have  taken 
place,  which  are  still  fresh  In  the 
memory  of  those  who  engage  them 
to  ride  and  the  bettors,  I  must  con- 
dense my  remarks. 

There  is  always  one  sure  way  for 
them  to  "beat  the  races,"  and  that 
is,  of  course,  to  prevent  a  horse  from 
doing  his  best  to  either  win  or  lose, 
either  to  suit  himself,  owner  or 
trainer,  and  the  peculiar  thing  about 
ail  such  flagranly  poor  rides  is  that 
they  invariably  take  place  on  hones 
that  are  being  backed  with  con- 
fidence by  an  unsuspecting  public, 
individuals  who  keep  the  sport  alive 
by  their  dally  contributions  as  ad- 
mission money  at  the  gates  to  the 
track  and  their  investments. 

No  doubt,  unless  a  racing  com- 
mission is  created,  we  arc  going  to 
have  suspicious  cases  as  long  as  the 
sport  conuuuc'i.  Any  horse  should 
have  some  quality  of  consistency  In 
its  performances,  and  one  has  only 
to  turn  up  the  handicap  figures  to 
prove  the  truthfulness  of  their  de- 
ductions. Horses  that  run  a  dozen 
races,  finishing  last  or  nearly  so, 
carrying  public  money  in  fair  com- 
pany, ultimately  winning  a  race  In 
much  better  company,  paying  a  huge 
mutuel  dividend,  are  cases  where,  if 
the  Judge  or  officials  do  not  feel  It 
is  their  duty  to  Investigate  the  fla- 
grant reversal  of  form,  then  the 
officials  of  the  Racing  Commission 
Board  would  certainly  make  the  In- 
vestigation themselves,  and  those 
connected,  proven  guilty  of  "cheat- 
ing," would  be  given  to  clearly  un- 
derstand that  such  practices  were 
not  going  to  be  allowed  to  continue 
on  our  provincial  tracks,  and  a 
proper  sentence  would  be  meted  out 
to  the  offenders. 

It  is  hard  enough  for  bettors  to 
find  out  "which  horse  will  win"  on 
any  track,  but  when  it  comes  down 
to  having  to  find  out  "which  horse 
Is  trying,"  then  there  must  be  some- 
thing radically  wrung  with  our  rac- 
ing, and  I  am  positive  that  a  Racing 
Commission  Board  could  and  would 
unravel  the  mystery.  . 

All  horses  going  to  the  post  in 
any  race  are  expected  to  be  condi- 
tioned to  run,  but  it  is  apparent 
that  in  the  earlier  part  of  our  rac- 
ing season  horses  are  allowed  to  run 
and  condition  themselves  in  actual 
races,  and  the  public  believing,  and 
in  many  instances  knowing  them  to 
be  classy  performers,  bet  on  them 
aooordlngly.  but  the  horses,  not 
being  fit.  naturally  get  beaten  and 
the  public  lose*  Its  money.  This 
being  the  case  it  makes  it  a  very 
difficult  thing  for  handlcappers  to 
even  gauge  approximately  a  horse's 
true  form,  which  unfortunately  adds 
considerably  to  the  staggering  re- 
versal of  form  In  so  many  instances. 
It  Is  only  In  handicap  races,  which 
are  far  too  few.  that  one  has  any 
possible  chance  to  bet  with  a  de- 
gree of  certainty. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that 
"weight1  is  Uie  only  thing  that 
brings  horses  together  on  on  equal 
winning  basis.  Weight  allowances 
are  all  very  well  In  some  races,  but 
there  are  too  many  loopholes  tn 
which  an  unfair  advantage  can  be 
taken.  Bluntly  put.  the  question 
comes  to  mind.  "Are  our  races  run 
for  the  uplift  of  the  breeding  indus- 
try of  the  province?    Are  they  run

Personally  I  am  not  interested  tn 
the  prosperity  of  anyone  unless 
gained  by  honest  methods.  What  the 
rank  and  file  demand  and  are  en- 
titled to.  is  honest  racing  and  rac- 
ing that  is  as  formal  is  it  Is  pos- 
sible for  the  thoroughbred  sport  to 
be  It  certainly  would  be  a  boon 
and  a  blessing  If  some  steps  were 
taken  to  improve  conditions.  The 
public  Is  fooled,  and  as  long  as  con- 
dition remain  as  they  are,  and  as 
long  as  the  long-suffering  fans  have 
money  left,  it  is  likely  the  fooling 
will  be  continued.  Suspicious  rides, 
the  saddling  of  stale  performers, 
bleeders,  hot  and  cold  runners,  and 
other  factors  enter  Into  the  attain- 
ment of  that  one  supreme  thing, 
"the  beating  of  the  betting  public." 
A  calamity  such  as  this  would  be 
guarded  against  all  the  time  by  the 
creation  of  a  Racing  Commission 
Board. 

In  expressing  my  views  on  our 
racing  conditions,  I  am  only  exer- 
cising the  right  that  everyone  has, 
and  that  is  the  right  to  ones  own 
opinion,  and  I  have  no  desire  to 
hurt  anyone's  feelings  by  my  criti- 
cisms and  suggestions.  My  experi- 
ence in  racing  matters,  gained  by 
close  observation  of  conditions  on 
tracks  in  six  different  countrtn, 
farces  me  to  the  belief  that  racing 
can  be  very  considerably  improved 
in  the  province  by  the  creation  of  a 
Racing  Commission.  Owing  to  there 
not  being  sufficient  Canadian  horses 
yet  to  rill  all  our  races,  or  Canadian 
jockeys  to  ride  them,  due  allowance 
has  to  be  made  for  the  Importation 
of  aliens,  but  at  the  same  time  they 
should  be  mode  to  understand  that 
what  Is  practiced  on  tracks  over  the 
border  will  not  be  permitted  to  be 
practised  on  our  provincial  tracks.

and  he  believes  that  two  months 
would  put  a  well  down  to  4,100  feet 
by  using  the  latest  three-speed  out- 
fit. No  doubt  some  day  the  big 
companies  will  get  wise  to  this  as 
an  oil  field  also.

Schmeltiv- 
attracted  the  attention  of  fans  when 
he  first  arrived  in  the  United  States 
because  of  his  amazing  resemblance 
to  Jack  Dempsey.  Not  only  in  ttyle 
but  In  face  the  youngster,  who  ha.

Dempsey. 

He  has  brought  a  new  touch  of 
color  to  the  heavyweights—  a  touch 
that,  is  needed.  I'm  glad  he  Is  here, 
and  1  am  certain  he  will  do  very  well. 

To  those  excited  »upporters  who 
expect  him  to  win  the  heavyweigh' 
championship  almost  Immediately 
there  Is  due  a  word  of  caution.  Max 
Li  still  comparatively  inexperienced 
True,  he  lias  had  several  years  of 
campaigning  In  Germany,  but  that 
Is  much  different  from  the  fighting 
done  In  the  United  States. 

Fellows  like  Diener  and  Brelten- 
straettcr  are  Just  rough.  touRh  bovs 
who  don't  knpw  much  about  the 
(Tame.  From  what  I  have  heard. 
Max  nurfered  only  one  decisive  de- 
feat—a quick  knockout  at  the  hand* 
of  Gypsv  Daniels,  veteran  light - 
heavyweight  rrom  England  Ap- 
parently this  was  a  sort  or  fluko 
which  should  not  be  held  against 
Schmeling,  for  he  reversed  that 
defeat.

Rlsko  wai 
one  of  the  toughest  of  them  ail  in 
his  day.  but  he  has  softened  up  of 
late. 

Let  it  be  said  for  the  Black  Uhlan 
that  he  has  one  of  the  best  right 
hands  in  the  name,  but  his  left  has 
not  yet  been  developed  to  the  proper 
point.  He  Isn't  quite  at  home  at 
infighting  or  along  the  ropes,  but 
this  will  come  with  experience  and 
the  proper  sort  of  teaching.

SUll  Max  needs  time.  He  must  hr 
brought  along.  Naturally  he  would 
show  at  his  best  against  the  rushing, 
slugging  type.  The  boxer  would  be 
a  different  problem. 

The  boxer  always  will  have  the 
advantage.  Perhaps  the  crowd  Hkff 
the  reckless  slugger  better,  but  Ml 
things  being  equal,  the  master  of 
boxing  will  always  win.  The  left 
hand  Is  more  potent  In  winning  than 
the  right  The  history  of  the  gamr 
has  proved  this  for  too  many  years 
for  It  to  be  disputed  now. 

Schmellng's  natural  style  Is  thai 
of  the  fighter  rather  than  the  boxer 
It  would  be  a  mistake  to  change  that 
now,  but  teaching  him  what  he  needs 
to  know  about  ring  strategy  will  not 
necessarily  change  his  methods  of 
fighting.

On  the  morning  of  the  great 
Carpentler- Dempsey  fight  my  emo- 
tions varied.  I  was  never  what 
might  be  called  an  emotional  per- 
son. Believe  me.  though.  I  might 
have  qualified  that  eventful  morn- 
ing with  the  weather  changing  every 
few  minutes,  and  me  with  nearly  a 
million  dollars  at  stake. 

The    weather    bureau    of  New 
York  liar,  no  more  accurate  record 
of  the  occasion  than  my  memory 
has  to  this  day    Early  In  the  morn- 
ing, up  to  10  o'clock,  it  was  cloudy 
and  breezeleaa    At  11  o'clock  I  got 
a    big    thrill.     The    sun  peeked 
through      The  heat 
enough  to  wilt  collar! 
went  the  market  of  thrills.   At  noon 
It  started  to  rain; 
enough  to— well.  Imagine    yourself  I 
in  the  name  situation. 

All  this  time,  mind  you.  the  crowd 
was  trickling  into  Boyle's  Thirty 
Acres,  tn  Jersey  City.  By  11  o'clock 
we  knew  it  would  be  a  sell-out.  At 
that  hour  the  arena  was  nearly  half 
filled.  I  began  to  worry  about  wliat 
might  happen  If  we  had  a  big  down- 
pour of  rain.  It  was  too  late  to  call 
the  fight  off 

The  rain  lasted  only  a  few  min- 
utes. When  the  place  was  about 
filled  the  sun  came  out  again,  went 
away  and  stayed  away  for  good  A 
breeie  sprang  up  out  of  the  West. 
For  me  that  was  a  million-dollar 
breeze. 

wiirn  the  first  preliminary  went 
on  shortly  after  12:30  o'clock  the 
weather  was  steady  enough  to  bet 
on—but  no  cinch,  at  that. 

All  of  my  predictions  and  calcu- 
lations had  come  true. 

CROWD  OF  91. 000 
There  were  men  among  the  01.000 
persons  in  that  arena  from  China, 
Japan.  South  America.  Australia. 
Europe  and  the  farthermost  points 
of  South  America.  Just  to  live  thir- 
teen minutes  of  thrill  these  men  had 
traveled  thousands  of  miles  and  had 
spent  thousands  of  dollars.  I  have 
yet  to  find  a  person  who  expressed 
dissatisfaction.  To  be  in  that  crowd 
was  worth  it.  to  say  nothing  of  the 
fight  itself. 

II  was  not  a  fight  crowd,  in  the 
technical  meaning  the  term  They 
were  there  to  witness  a  spectacle.  I 
I  venture    to  say  that  a  majority  of 
those  people  never  saw  a  big  fight  : 
before    A  big  percentage  of  them  ■ 
had  never  even  seen  men  box.  There 
were  7.000  women  in    the  crowd. 
Senators,  bankers,    governors    and  > 
statesmen  were  too  numerous  to  be 
pointed  out    It  was  an  odd  picture, 
difficult  to  visualize  by    one  not 
present. 

The  big  moment  came  when 
Referee  Ertle  called  Dempsey  and 
Carpentler  to  the  centre  of  the  ring 
tor  final  instructions  I  will  not 
bore  you  with  the  preliminaries. 

Carpentler  got  a  tremendous  ova- 
tion, even  greater  than  Dempsey. 
the  American  champion.  This  did 
not  ruffle  Dempsey  at  all.  He 
scowled  and  calmly  set  about  his 
business 

As  the  gong  sounded  Carpentler 
walked  straight  Into  the  champion 
and  shot  a  left  Into  his  body,  then 
went  Into  a  clinch  There  was  a 
quick  flurry  of  fighting,  neither  be- 
ing able  to  land  hard.  They  went 
Into  a  clinch  again.  • 

Suddenly  there  waa  a  great  roar 
for  the  Frenchman.  Ha  uppercut 
to  Dempsey  s  chin  with  his  left  and 
Jabbed  a  straight  left  to  the  same 
place.  Carpentler  waa  doing  the 
leading  He  feinted  Dempsey  Into 
another  clinch 

•Stop  that  rabbit  punch!   came  tn 
a  yell  from  the  crowd 

Dempaey  was  socking  Carpentler 
on  the  back  of  th*  n*ck  such  In  the 
same  way  he  had  knocked  out  BUI 
Brennan  Bui  RWeree  Ertle  paid 
no  attention  Dempsev  was  rle»rly 
within  his  rights 


Finally  Dempsey  opened  up  and 
staggered  Carpentler  with  a  right  to 
the  head  A  second  punch  cut  the 
Frenchman's  nose  Carpentler  re- 
taliated with  a  terrific  smash  under 
Dempsey 's  eye. 

Carpentler.  at  the  end  of  the 
round,  staggered  Dempsey  with  a 
right 

The  first  round,  though,  was 
Dempsey's. 

It  was  in  the  second  round  that 
Carpentler  made  his  one  big  spurt. 
Coming  out  of  a  clinch  he  hooked 
to  the  head  and  then  rocked  Demp- 
sey with  a  left  uppercut.  The 
Frenchman  sprang  like  a  tiger,  rush- 
ing Into  the  champion,  landing  rights 
and  lefts  to  the  head.  The  great 
crowd  was  in  an  uproar.  Little  Des- 
champs  pounded  the  floor  and 
Jumped  up  and  down  in  his*  excite- 
ment. 

PROVED  REAL  CHAMPION 

Dempsey.  proving  himself  a  real 
champion,    weathered    this  storm, 
and  from  then  on,  the  fight  was  his. 
Carpentler  hud  evidently  shot  his 
bolt  ' 
In  the  next  round  Carpentler. 
was    strong  « though  leading  brilliantly,  plainly 
Then  down  ,  got  the  worn  of  the  infighting  and 
went  to  his  corner  stooped  over  and 
not  much,  but  j  obviously  without  hope. 

During  all  this  neither  of  the 
fighters  said  a  word  to  each  other, 
They  realized  that  neither  could 
understand  the  other.  French  kid- 
ding or  roasting  would  have  been 
lost  on  Dempaey  and  American  razz- 
ing would  have  been  a  waste  on 
Carpentler  They  kept  silent.  Demp- 
sey continually  scowled  and  kept 
bortng  In. 

To  begin  the  fourth  round  Car- 
pentler lifted  himself  from  his 
stool  with  effort  Deschamps  stood 
with  a  towel  In  his  hand.  Some 
thought  he  was  about  to  toss  it  in 
the  ring.

I  Ith  400  gsJlons  of  gas.  It  would 
have  burned  us  all  up  too  quick  to 
think  about  It.  If  I  had  tried  to 
land  it  and  run  Into  anything  in 
the  dark 

All  of  this  probably  took  less  than 
thirty  seconds,  but  it  seemed  like  a 
long  time  to  us. 

1  kept  on  dying  by  the  compass, 
though,  never  looking  at  the  map  on 
which  I  had  carefully  laid  out  a 
beautiful  course.  I  did  not  use  it 
during  the  whole  eighteen  hours 
and  twenty-one  minutes  of  my 
night.
